Officially the impost is described as a“ postal 
tax,” but it is clearly of the nature. of a 
Cus'oms duty and will be enlleeted in many 
parts of the Empire by the same official 
wh» combinés the two offices. of Customs 
* Commissioner and Postal Commissioner. 
We view this tax a6 an evasion of the Tariff 
Conventions ss well ‘as a chnracteristic 
:attempt to check the spread «f enlightened 
‘ideas among the people of China, According 
to the import Tafiffs arranged by China 
with the Foreign Powers,’ newspapers 
are entitled to admission into any part. of 
“the Chinese Empire free of duty, For 
home unexplained reason it has apparently 
now been decided to, draw a distinction 
between newspapers printed in Chinese and 
these printed ina foreign Ignguage, and in 
future—to take a particular case—all Chi. 
nese newspapers publivhed in Hongkong 
and sent in bundles by steamer to Canton

‘British-owned Chinese newspapers, and in 
recent years several Chinese newspapers 
have been started wo believe by other 
foreign subjecta, In so far, therefore, as 
the uew impost affects these newspapers we 
repeat (hat itis a distinchevasioa of a right 
intended to be secured by Treaty. We 


| bave remarked that in the earlier Tariff

imports, In the existing tariff there is na 
specilic mention of Chinese newspapers, but:

printed in Chinesembecause io the earlier 
tariff no. mention was made of “ fursign 
newspapers,” and a strict application of that 
tariff would have entailed the taxation of 
such foreign newspapera ax were imported 
into Shaughai and the other Treaty parts 
bg the kookaellers.
